Andrew Carnegie has long held a 


place in the foremost rank of notable 
Americans. His birthplace was Dun- 
fermline, Scotland, where he first saw 
the light of day November 26, 1835. 
His father was a weaver in humble 
circumstances, and in 1845 he came 
to America with' his wife and two 
sons, Andrew and Thomas. The fara- 
|ily settled in Pittsburgh two years 
later, and young "Andy" secured em- 
ployment in a linen factory as a bob- 
bin boy. After that he was employ- 
ed attending a stationary engine, but 
the thought of the boiler bursting 
and the responsibility of the position 
was so great that he soon gave it 
up. His wages were |1.20 a week. 


At 14 years of age young Carnegie 


secured employment as a telegraph 
messenger in Pittsburgh. He quick- 
ly learned the telegraph business, and 
was the third operator in the United 
States to read the Morse signals by 
sound. While employed as an opera- 
tor by the Pennsylvania Railroad he 
was asked to invest $500 in 10 shares 
of the Adams Express Company 
stock. This was his first business 
venture. 


His first great success in a finan- 


cial way come in the early days of 
the oil excitement in Pennsylvania. 
He wa sthen interested in an oil well 
that cost him $40,000. In one year 
the well paid in dividends over $1,- 
000.000. Mr. Carnegie's share of 
this was invested in the manufactur- 
ing business from which he got his 
real financial start 


Some years ago there was a dis- 


pute over Mr. Carnegie's American 
citizenship.

'ever been naturalized. Asked about

Andrew Carnegie has long held a 


place in the foremost rank of notable 
Americans. His birthplace was Dun- 
fermline, Scotland, where he first saw 
the light of day November 26, 1835. 
His father was a weaver in humble 
circumstances, and in 1845 he came 
to America with' his wife and two 
sons, Andrew and Thomas. The fara- 
|ily settled in Pittsburgh two years 
later, and young "Andy" secured em- 
ployment in a linen factory as a bob- 
bin boy. After that he was employ- 
ed attending a stationary engine, but 
the thought of the boiler bursting 
and the responsibility of the position 
was so great that he soon gave it 
up. His wages were |1.20 a week. 


At 14 years of age young Carnegie 


secured employment as a telegraph 
messenger in Pittsburgh. He quick- 
ly learned the telegraph business, and 
was the third operator in the United 
States to read the Morse signals by 
sound. While employed as an opera- 
tor by the Pennsylvania Railroad he 
was asked to invest $500 in 10 shares 
of the Adams Express Company 
stock. This was his first business 
venture. 


His first great success in a finan- 


cial way come in the early days of 
the oil excitement in Pennsylvania. 
He wa sthen interested in an oil well 
that cost him $40,000. In one year 
the well paid in dividends over $1,- 
000.000. Mr. Carnegie's share of 
this was invested in the manufactur- 
ing business from which he got his 
real financial start

citizenship.
